Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on June 10, 2004. These drawings are acceptable. 

2. Figures 1 A-2D should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 1 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 1 1 depends from claim 1 1, which already contains all the 
limitations of claim 11. The Examiner suggests rewriting claim 1 1 to depend from another claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record neither shows nor suggests a head having an AP pinned layer structure wherein an easy 
axis of a first AP pinned layer is oriented at the claimed angles from the ABS. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. 

Lazzari (US Pat. No. 3879760) shows an anisotropic magnetoresistive transducer with 
slanted easy axes (see arrows a and b in Fig. 3). 

Ikeda et al (US PAP No. 2002/0182442 Al) show a magnetoresistive memory (see 
especially Fig. 16A-D) with inclined easy axis of magnetization.
